Frank Adams, both of this county, 
applied. 
They were married iii the

Street 
Christian 
church. 


Marked by the largest crowds aud 
the greatest interest ever evinced in 
an event of a similar nature in Rush­ 
ville the fourth annual fall horse 
show came to a close last night. Sev­ 
en thousand people, it is estimated, 
were in the city yesterday and last 
night people crowded 
along 
First 
street all day yesterday, attempting 
vainly to see the horses in the gener­ 
al purpose and the 
light 
harness 
classes shown. 
It was found impossible to hold 
the parade of premium stuff at the 
close of the show yesteray evening. 
The last event of the show was not 
held until shortly before six o’clock 
and it wa® then so late that it was 
deemed best not to hold the usual 
event. 
The failure of the parade to 
appear 
was a 
disappointment 
to 
many people, but it was no fault of 
the horse show management as the 
events could md be run off any faster 
due to the large list of entries and 
the keen competition which necessi­ 
tated some time fo r tieing the rib­ 
bons. 
Comments on the horse show were 
rife about the city today. 
The ex­ 
pressions are all of one accord, that 
the horse show caps the climax of 
successful events in Rushville this 
year. 
It is 
commonly said 
today 
that the crowds were the largest and 
the best time was had by Rushville 
people and their guests. 
The horse show program was clos­ 
ed with a spirited free-for-all pace in 
First street. 
There were eight en- j 
tries and they were all out to win. 
It required some time for the horses 
to get away for the first heat, but 
when they did get started it was a 
race to the finish. 
Pete Johnson’s 
long and far-reaching pacer was the 
best in the first heat. 
Albert Capp 
drove his little 
bay 
pacing mare, 
“Citation,” a very close second in 
that heat. 
“Citation’’ paced ahead 
in the second heat and 
duplicated 
I 
that trick in the next 
heat. 
Pete 
Johnson finished second each time 
and won second money in the race. 
Albert Capp taking first. 
There was 
a fight for third 
position in each 
heat and Ray Brown was given third 
money. 


The light harness class yesterday 
afternoon brought out a beautiful a r­ 
ray of horse flesh, such as has sel­ 
dom been seen here. There were eight 
entries in the event for best mare or 
gelding, three years old or over, men 
driving. 
Albert Capp’s black mare 
took the blue ribbon after a spirited 
contest. The animals were driven up 
and down First street at a rapid gait 
and at times it resembled a race. Mr. 
Capp’s entry has been taking first 
premium in this event at the county 
fair and horse show for the last few 
years, and so far it has been impos- 
sibl to produce anything which can 
beat her. 


Practically the same horses were 
shown in the next event when women 
drove. 
The general appearance of 
the whole outfit, the manner in which 
the women drove and the horses were 
all taken into consideration in tieing 
the ribbons. Miss Ruby Amos drove 
the Capp mare and she again carried 
away the blue ribbon.

No one was badly injured, although 
several close calls from death were 
reported. 
Mrs. Ernest Matlock and 
son, William, of Lansing, Mick., and 
Miss Florence 
Matlock 
were in a 
thrilling accident and had a mirac­ 
ulous escape from death. 
The three were driving to this city 
to witness the automobile parade and 
had reached the brick pavement in 
South Main street, when a buggy in 
which Timothy Laughlin was riding 
collided with theirs. 
The force of 
the collision threw Miss Matlock to 
the pavement. In the excitement the 
horse started to run and Mrs. Mat­ 
lock and son remained iii the buggy, 
uot having a chance to get out. They 
were carried about 
one 
hundred 
yards before 
the 
horse 
stopped. 
When brought to a standstill the bug- 
by was on the brink of the steep em­ 
bankment just south of the covered 
bridge. Both occupants of the buggy 
possibly escaped death or serious in­ 
jury by the rig not turning over. Mrs. 
Matlock suffered greatly 
from the 
shock and for a time was in a seri­ 
ous condition, but it is said she was 
greatly improved today. 
Miss Mat­ 
lock was severely bruised in the fall 
to1 the pavement.

In the smash-up Laughlin received 
a ba cut over his left eye and num­ 
erous other cuts and bruises.

Mayor Shank of Indianapolis 
liked the horse and stayed with the 
bidders until after the $300 mark had 
been passed. 
The sale had more stock entered 
than any previous 
year and it was 
believed it would be finished this af­ 
ternoon. 
Mayor Shank auctioneered 
about ten horses before turning the 
job over to Fred 
Capp and 
Col. 
FI an nigra n. 


RAIN IN T E R F E R E S AGAIN. 
For the third consecutive time the 
world series game between the Giants 
and Athletics was called off today 
on account of rain. 


Mayor Lew Shank of Indianapolis, 
his threa^horses, his celebrated po­ 
tatoes, his big nose and his affable 
manners, were the main features of 
the closing day of the fourth annual 
horse show both day awid night. 
He 
mingled with the farmers, hob-nobbed 
with the city people, 
became 
ac­ 
quainted with all of them, entered 
draft horses in 
the light 
harness 
classes, consented to take part in the 
tug of war, appeared iii a cab at the 
head of the big automobile parade 
and then allowed tile show officials, 
following the parade last 'night, to 
boost him up on to the platform on 
the west lawh of the court house to 
make a speech. 
“I spent forty-five dollars to ship 
my three plugs down here,” he said, 
“and thought that I would go back 
to Indianapolis with the bacon to­ 
night. but I guess that Indianapolis 
horses are not one, two, three when it 
comes to Rush county horse flesh. 
I 
am going to pick out some good ones 
during the next year and see if I can’t 
get at least a red ribbon here next 
falL” 
Ma yor Shank apologized for not 
being able to make a speech and said 
that be would make aint-,, , - by giving 
everyone in the crowd of five thous­ 
and people a bushel of his famous 
potatoes if he had two or three car 
load- down here handy. 
“Next year 
I am coming prepared to 
make a 
speech,” lie continued. 
“I’ve got two 
or three corporation lawyers up there 
at Indianapolis who could write a 
speech that would read like a gem, 
and I ll have one of those by heart 
for the next Rushville 
horse show, 
now you mark my word.” 
The Indianapolis 
mayor 
praised 
Rushville for its beautiful residences, 
cluster lights, brick streets and a t­ 
tractive business houses and opined 
that he would bring his wife and set­ 
tle down here when he finished run­ 
ning Indianapolis, so well had he 
been impressed with Rushville. 
“I’ve 
heard of progressive Democrats and 
progressive 
Republican-.” he said, 
“but I never saw anything that so 
well fitted the word as 
Rushville. 
It’s progressive from beginning to 
end. 
Why we had the president up 
at Indianapolis and the crowd 
that 
we had there wouldn’t amount to a 
corporal’s guard as compared to this 
one. I wish I had Jim Watson’s abil­ 
ity to tell you what I think of this 
town. The only thing I can’t under­ 
stand is why you elected a Demo­ 
cratic mayor. 
“I had the 
pleasure of 
sending

GRAFT CHARGE 
DIES IN COURT 


Former Marion County Commis­ 
sioner Dismissed. 


POINT AS TO LAW’S MEANING 


When 
Three Terms of Court Had 
Passed Without a Trial of Graft 
Charge, the Judge Dismissed the De­ 
fendant in Accordance With Statu­ 
tory Limitations— Prosecutor Holds 
These Were Not Continuous Terms. 


Indianapolis. Oct. 20.—Judge Mar- 
key In crim inal court has discharged 
Thom as E. Spafford, a form er m em ber 
of the board of county com m issioners, 
who was indicted for conspiracy to 
bribe in connection w ith the county 
graft cases. 
The court sustained a m otion to 
throw the case out of court, on the 
ground that th ree full term s of court 
had been held w ithout a trial, of the 
case. 
P rosecutor B aker, who contend­ 
ed th at Spafford should be tried, says 
he will appeal from the decision of 
Judge M arkey. 
The question raised a t the hearing 
on the motion was w hether the law 
intended th at the three term s of court 
should be successive. 
The statu tes 
provide th at if th e case of an accused 
person has been in court for a period 
of m ore than three term s of court, the 
case shall be dism issed. 
Prosecutor 
B aker argued th a t the case had not 
been in court th ree continuous term s 
of court, as the defendant, on his own 
motion, had obtained a continuance In 
1909. 
The case had been pending for 
two term s prior to th e July term of 
1909 and two m ore term s of court 
elapsed before the defendant filed his 
m otion to dism iss the case. 
The effect of Judge M arkey’s deci­ 
sion is th at the three term s of court 
do not have to be' continuous. 
Mr. 
B aker says if the judge is upheld in a 
higher court, M arion county will need 
another crim inal court, as he says it 
will be im possible to try all the cases 
pending before th ree term s of court 
expire. 
The defendant was indicted by tho 
grand jury in February, 1908, afte r the 
general graft Inquiry. 
The specific 
charge was th at Spafford conspired to 
bribe another county com m issioner to 
aw ard a contract for boilers to the At­ 
las Engine works.

Burns regarding a part played by 
him in procuring evidence in a lynch­ 
ing case in Ripley county in 1897. 
Mr. Hancock .-aid he was in con­ 
trol of a newspaper in that county 
when the lynching occurred, and that

he was there also while Mr. Burn;? 
made his investigation. 
He denied 
the statements of the detective that 
be had worked on the case while iii 
danger of violence. 
Ile 
said 
that 
practically every business 
man 
in 
Osgood knew that Burns was a de­ 
tective, regardless of his denials to 
the contrary. 
In denying the story told by Burns 
of his experiences in Ripley county, 
which was published in the Star sev­ 
eral months ago and which was the 
subject for a story in a recent issue 
of a magazine, Mr. Hancock said: 
“I noticed in the Star early last 
spring, a few days after the arrest 
of the McNamaras, an interview with 
Detective Buras, and a 
few 
days 
ago I noticed in another local paper 
an article containing about the same 
matter taken from the 
magazine. 
The interview was a recital by Mr. 
Buras of his" doings in the lynching 
case iii Ripley county back in 1897, 
when five men were taken from the 
jail and hanged. 
“No proof is necessary to prate 
Burns a great detective of unequaled 
bravery, when he admits it in this 
manner, and I have no objection to 
his self-praise if it sounds good to 
him. were it not for the fact that ne 
infers, in his campaign of self-ag­ 
grandizement, that 
the 
people of 
Ripley county and southeast e n In­ 
diana were of questionabl; Kilt;’.i- 
gence, and if properly 
quoted, 
ae- 
cuses them of conspiracy 
iii 
the 
lynching and open revolt against the 
law and its enforcement. 
“The Ripley county lynching was an 
unfortunate affair, and many citizens 
felt keenly its disgrace to the eom- 
mimity and the .-tate. 
“But in view of Mr. B u m ’s reckless 
statement in the matter, a word as to 
true conditions would not be out of 
place. 
Iii illustrating how awful the 
community was and how much brave­ 
ry it required to enter this case, he 
tells of a local detective, who had 
been sent to the county, being found 
dead a lo n g the roadside. 
The i n ju s ­ 
tice of this remark is seen in the fact 
that his death occurred in Bum’s 
mind only, and not iii fact. 
“Burns wishes it inferred that he 
‘sleuthed* around Ripley county and 
learned much about this great mys­ 
tery from people who did not suspect 
his identity, and in his anxiety that 
it should be known how shrewdly he 
evaded them, he tells of being sus­ 
pected at all times by all classes of 
citizens. 
“In the article, Mr. Burns is said 
to have furnished the attorney gen­ 
eral with valuable evidence, but if I 
remember what evidence the state 
procured it had but little in addition 
to tile stories that had appeared from 
time to time in the newspapers and 
nothing that a good news reporter 
could have learned in a few hours. 
“In one part of his narrative he 
tells dramatically of the ‘shuffling of 
feet’ and ‘low voices outside the door* 
while he ‘lay on his back listening,* 
no doubt iii great fear, but those best 
acquainted thereabouts at that time 
recognize in this part of the story 
nothing of more significance than is 
said to have occurred at the hostelry 
every night at the conclusion of a 
little game.* 


“Burns* story is unfair to the peo­ 
ple of Ripley county. 
It is resented 
by them and lacks the indorsement of

Text of the Lesson, Ez. iii, 8 to iv. 5. 
Memory Verses, iii, 11—Golden Text. 
Ps. c, 4— Commentary Prepared b> 
Rev. D. M . Stearns. 


The topic of the lesson today is the 
rebuilding of the temple, which was 
begun in the second year of their re­ 
turn (iii, 8). but in the seventh month 
of the first year they repaired the altar 
and offered sacrifices. 
According to Lev. xxiii, 23-36, the 
program for the seventh month was. 
for the first day blowing of trumpets, 
on the tenth day the atonement, on 
the fifteenth day the feast of taber­ 
nacles. and these they seem to have 
carefully observed. 
Note the one ac­ 
cord. for they gathered together as 
one man to Jerusalem (iii, I). 
This 
unity of heart must be very pleasing to 
the Lord. Compare the seven “one ac­ 
cords” of Acts i. 14; ii, I, 40; iv, 24; v, 5, 
12; vlii. 6; xv, 25, all for God, and the 
four “o*ie accords” of the devil. Acts 
vii, 57; xii, 20; xviii, 12; xix, 28. 
Their first essential to the worship 
of the Lord was an altar for sacrifice 
(iii, 2). 
See the altars of Noah aud 
Abram (Gen. viii, 20; xii, 7, 8; xiii, 4). 
but observe that he had no altar in 
Egypt. 
Mark 
the threefold phrase 
“Unto the Lord’’ (iii, 3. 5, 6), and if 
you eau find time to mark this aud 
“Before the Lord” in the book of Le­ 
viticus, where they are found many 
times, you will be greatly profited, as 
these two sayings cover all real Cli Ti­ 
tian life. 
There is a saying in iii, 4. 
worthy of close attention. “As the 
duty of every day required,” or as in 
the margin, “The matter of the day in 
his day.” 
It is found just seven times 
pertaining to the things of God, the 
other six being in Ex. xvi. 4; I Kings 
viii, 59; xxv, 30; II Chron, viii. 13, Ii; 
Lev. Iii, 34. 
It is used once of the 
devil’s tyranny in Ex. v, 13. 
We are 
reminded of “As thy days so shall thy 
strength be” and “Give us this day our 
daily bread.” 
The expression “the house or temple 
of the Lord” (iii, 8, 9, IO, l l , 12) re­ 
minds us of the great business ie 
which we now are < r should be en 
gaged, the building of the church, 
which is His body (Eph. i, 22. 23; ii. 
19-22), “His own house, whose house 
are w e” (Hab. iii, 6). 
The house of our lesson was a literal 
building of wood and stone at Jerusa 


I em. 
The building on which we art 
engaged is one of which the living 
stones are men and women and boys 
and girls, according to I I‘et. ii. 5. ti. 
and every soul saved in any part of 
the world is another stone for th 
building. 
There were much praise and 
thanksgiving at the laying of the fonn 
dation of this temple (iii. IO. lit.

Teaching by objects is a very cora 
mon method of instruction t day. 
It 
Is the underlying principle of the kin­ 
dergarten and is being used more and 
more in the instruction and education 
of adults both along academic and 
religious lines. 
On the lecture plat­ 
form. in the classroom and in the pul­ 
pit sight as w ell as hearing is bein ,' 
utilized in im parting knowledge as net 
er before, and it needs no dem onstra­ 
tion to convince us that truth in the 
concrete is more interesting and im­ 
pressive than truth in the abstract. 
Nor need we reason upon the fact that 
everything in life is callable of teach­ 
ing useful aud important lessons. 
The 
poet has well said th at there are— 
Sermons in stones, 
Books in running brooks 
And good in everything. 
We cannot therefore spend too much 
time in cultivating the powers of ob 
serration and deduction that we may 
learn lessons from things. 
The Bible is particularly apt in using 
object lessons as a method of instruc­ 
tion. 
In the Old Testament we have 
many illustrations of the striking pres 
entation of truth through objects, and 
Christ, “who spake as 
never 
man 
spake,” fully recognized the usefulness 
of objects in presenting moral and 
spiritual truth. 
The book of nature 
was frequently used by Him us a text 
book on ethics and practical theology 
In the flowers, the trees, the fields. 
Ile saw many useful lessons, aud we 
may do well to hear God speaking to 
us In all* things that He has made. 
1. The lesson from the linen girdle. 
In the type of a linen girdle God 
taught His ancient people that 
He 
would punish them for their unfaith 
fulness and unprofitable ness. 
As the 
girdle was to cleave to the loins of a 
man. so Israel was to cleave unto 
God, but they were faithless; lienee 
God Instructed Jeremiah to hide a 
linen girdle in the Euphrates river. 
A fterw ard the prophet found that it 
was marred aud unprofitable, and God 
declared that He would thus m ar “the 
pride of Judah and the great pride of 
Jerusalem .” 
The nation had beeu sin 
ful and faithless, and by this object 
lesson God taught that it would be 
punished. 
Sin alw ays mars the bu 
man life aud makes it unprofitable to 
God and brings forth His disapproval 
and punishment. 
Let us learn the les­ 
son that we should cling to God and 
not to sin, lest we. too, should bo the 
objects of His displeasure and pun 
ish ment. 
2. The lesson from the Roman coin 
By this object Christ tea* lies that sn 
preme allegiance aud obedience are 
due to God. Trying to entangle Christ 
in His talk, His enemies asked Him 
w hether it were 
lawful 
to 
render 
tribute to Caesar, 
lf Ile had Raid 
“no” they would have charged Him 
with disloyalty to the Roman govern 
ment, and had He said “yes" without 
qualification they would have declar­ 
ed that Ile was disloyal to His own 
nation. 
Making them say that the 
image on a coin for which He had 
asked w as Caesar's. He discomfited 
them by saying, “Render therefore 
unto Caesar the things 
which 
are 
Caesar's and unto God the things that 
are God's." 
The coin bore Caesar* 
Image and superscription. 
It was his 
and should Ive rendered unto him 
There could be no disloyalty to any 
one else in giving unto Caesar what 
belonged to him. 
But tins w as not 
all. 
They bore the image of God and 
should therefore consecrate their life 
to Him. 
Supreme loyalty in life is 
due to God. 
All duties of life are to 
be faithfully i>erformed both over all 
atgl above all. 
We belong to God and 
should' faithfully serve Him. 
Love 
to God is the first and greatest com­ 
mandment, and it is impossible to 
rightfully perform the duties of citi­ 
zenship and other duties without first 
being obedient to Him.
